upon his country and his party ; and. Grounds. Parade 

Resolved, That we hereby express 
our deep sorrow at his death and ex- 
tend our warmest sympathy and conuo- grounds, 
lencf* to his family, end that this reso- 
lution be spread upon the records of 
the conver.tior and a copy forwarded 
to Mrs. Cleveiiuiu ; and. 

Resolved, As a further mark of re- 
spect to his memory, the convention 
do nov adjourn until 12 o’clock (noon) * ilg ' 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Dunn mounted upon a chair, 
moved the adoption of his resolution, 
and for the purpose of seconding tne 
resolution, the Chair recognized ex- 
Governor David R. Francis* of Mis- 
souri, who spoke briefly in eulogy of 
Mi. Cleveland. 

A large picture of Cleveland, draped 
in mournirg, hangs in the convention 
hall. 

The demonstration at the National 
Convention Wednesday wh«n William 
Jennings Bryan’s name was mentioned 
by Senator Gore broke all records of 
National conventions for enthusiasm 
and duration. The cheerinsg lasted 
for exactly thirty minutes, full thirty- 
nine minutes longer than the cheering 
for Roosevelt at the Republican con- 
vention at Chicago. 

The Resolutions Committee spent the 
entire day Wednesday at work upon 
the platform, and finding that the sub- 
committee would be unable to finish 
its task in a reasonable time, it was 
sub-divided and committees of three 
were named to write individual planks. 

The tariff plank was submitted and ap- 
proved. It calls for an immediate re- 
duction of the duties on all necessities 
of life, on ail articles manufactured by 
trusts, and singles out print paper and 
wood pulp as articles which should he 
on the free list. 

When temporary Chairman Bell call- 
ed the Democratic National Convention 
to order for thejthird days’ session yes- 
terday morning Rabbi Samuel Koch 
offered prayer 

The repo r t of the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization was received and 
adopted and the Permanent Chairman, 

Henry C. Clayton, of Alabama, was 
escorted to the platform. He at once 
began his speech. 

The platform upon which the plank3 
are being nailed by the Committee on 
Resolutions, was presented and adopt- 
ed by the convention late in the day, 
with a possibility of nominating 
speeches and a vote for the Presiden- 
tial candidate last night. 

It was the intention of the leaders 
after nominating Bryan last night to 
adjourn until this morning tc nominate 
the candidate for Vice Presidency.

The Roosevelt administration now 
places to its account the third deficit 
in seven years. With deficits of $42,- 
000,000 in 1904, $23,000,000 in 1905 and 
now $60,000,000 in 1908 — considering 
the flush times it has enjoyed up to 
nine months ago— it makes a shock- 
ingly bad showing. 

This deficit of $60,00C,C00 for the fis- 
cal year just ended represents the 
penalty paid for wilful extravagance. 
It is only $4,000,000 less than the total 
shrinkage in Government receipts dur- 
ing a year of acute financial panic and 
general depression in trade. Primarily 
it is due to an increase of $80,000,000 
in expenditures in one year, without 
which there would have been only a 
negligible deficit. With appropriations 
imounting to the immense aggregate 
if ■ $1,008,804,894 for the year now be- 
ginning, Mr. Roosevelt promises to sig- 
mlized the end of his term in the 
Presidency by still deeper inroads upon 
the surplus accumulated in days of 
prosperity. 

The twelve months just closed have 
witnessed the heaviest expenditures in 
the history of the country since 1865, 
not excepting the period of the war 
with Spain. Under Mr. Roosevelt the 
ixpeuditures for the three years 1906-

Union of Baptists and Disciples 
of Christ. 

The Rev. 1. J. Spencer, pastor of thf» 
Central Christian church, of Lexing 
ton (or Disciples of Christ, the terrr 
used by the members of this denomina- 
tion) will accept an invitation to ad- 
dress the National Baptist Congress 
to be held in Chicago November 10 to 

12, upon the subject, “What Definite 

Steps Should be Immediately 'i uken 
Toward the Union of Baptists, F ree 
Baptists and Disciples of Christ ” 
Other speakers representing the tir St 
two denominations nlso will discuss 
the topic, and it is expected that the 
discussion will result in a long stride 
coward the union of the two denomina- 
tions— Baptists and Disciples of Christ 
the first steps toward which were 
taken two years ago. 

At the National Congress of Disci- 
ples, in Indianapolis, in March, lyo^ 
by invitation Dr. E. Y. Mullins,’ presil 
dent of the Southern Baptist Theologjl 
cal Seminary, of Louisville, and* Mr* 
Spencer discussed the topic: “What 
Does the New Testament Teach Co r 
cerning the Doctrine of the Remission 
of Sins.” One session of the congress 
was given entirely to the address. 

The similarity of the teachings of 
the denominations on vital points 
aroused great enthusiasm. This g ave 
rise to the suggestion that through 
committees the two denominations 
might learn as exactly as possible just 
what are their doctrinal differences 
Acting upon the suggestion, the coni 
gress apppointed a committee of ter 
with Mr. Spencer chairman, and inviil 
ed the appointment of a committee of 
equal number from the Baptists, with 
Dr. Mullins chairman. Since that tim-* 
the heads of committees have held fre- 
quent conference and consultations. 

The original drafts of the statements 
have been completed and are before 
the members of the committee for sup- 
gestions. When finally revised the-® 
statements will be given wide publicity 
through the religious press, and in the 
course of time will come before the 
j congress of the denominations. Neither 
i of| the denominations has a governing 
I ecclesiastical body, each congregation 
j being a separate authoritative unit, 
i Consequently these committees cannot 
i act authoritatively for their respective 
denominations, and their reports will 
i contain no recommendation. Each will 
set forth the doctrinal teaching of that 
denomination. The rough drafts show 
that they are surprisingly alike. When 
this is known through publication the 
belief is held that in a spirit of frater- 
nity and desire for unity the denomina- 
tions will waive minor differences and 
merge congregations, acting as indi- 
j viduals, yet probably in concert, pur- 
suant to a recommendation from their 
! congresses. In Western Canada Dis- 
ciples and Baptists have already unit- 
ed, are using churches in common and 
share things alike.

Hasheesh, the Strange Drug That Is 
Used In the Orient. 

Hasheesh, that strange drug which 
has given our language Its word “as- 
sassin” — a man so frenzied by the drug 
that he accomplishes murder— is used 
by the Persians, Turks and Egyptians 
In a manner akin to the use of opium 
by the Chinese. It is the product of » 
plant grown iu large quan'.ities in the 
Peloponnesus (southern Greece) iu the 
district about Tripolitza.

i For this reason the Egyptian govern- 
ment prohibited the importation of the 
drug and entered into a convention 
with Greece to prevent its exportation 
from there to Egypt, where the con 
sumers of hasheesh are very numerous 
I he drug is practically never used In 
Greece, but is now exported to the va- 
rious ports in England, Austria. France 
and Italy, and from there much, no
